ties, a situation that will 
mean near extinction in 
ten or 15 years time at the 
present rate of regression 
There is nothing more 


exciting for a Queenslan- 
der than the chance of 
“beating a Blue,” but this 
NSW side has no inten- 
tion of succumbing to the 
Maroons. 

Three years ago I had 
the pleasure of being in 
the 5,000 crowd at Perry 
Park for the game, and 
the excitement was a 
thing to behold.

Olympic came ever so 
close, but once again 
no cigar... 

It was not third time 
lucky, but in all fair- 
ness Marconi deserved 
their win and no-one 
can quibble with their 
second successive 
championship. 

And it was their 
allegedly “‘suspect” de- 
fence that pulled them 
through after soaking 
considerable pressure. 

Marconi created the 
first two scoring 
chances when in the 
fourth minute Nastevs- 
ki’s free-kick just out- 
side the Olympic 
penalty area was 
blocked by the wall 
and in the 19th Steve 
Calderan blasted an 
18-metre shot over the 
bar from an inswinging 
Colucci corner. 

Two minutes later 
Colucci was off — but 
the game did not swing 
Olympic’s way. 

The Marconi de- 
fence was truly 
magnificent. They re- 
grouped, stepped up 
the work-rate and their 
immense experience 
was the deciding factor 
as they dominated 
most of the second 
half. 

Before Nastevski’s

Merrick 


FORMER Preston 
Makedonia coach 
Ernie Merrick is set 
to resurrect his 
career following 18 
months away from 
the Victorian soc- 
cer scene. 

Merrick, Victoria's 
1987 Coach of the 
Year, has decided to 
declare his interest in 
coaching again follow- 
ing the out-of-court 
settlement of a prot- 
racted legal dispute 
with the Preston club. 

Merrick insisted on 
seeing the court action 
through before declar- 
ing interest in 
coaching once again 
and says his interest in 
the game hasn't waned 
since he’s been off the 
scene, 

“Soccer is a very dif- 
ficult game to give u 
— it's in my bloo 
Merrick told ASW. 

“T had always 
wanted to stay in 
coaching after the 
business with Preston 
but it was important to 
prove a point by taking 
the court case through 
to the end.” 

Merrick, who had 
led the club to the 
league runner-up spot 
in 1987, was sacked by 
Preston just eight 
games into the 1988 
season during which 
time the club had only 
managed four points 
from four draws. 

Preston had made 
two offers of part- 
settlement to pay out 
his contract but Mer- 
tick was determined to 
see that his contractual 
obligations were fulfil- 
led, thus the legal 
action. 

He says the recent 
full settlement gave 
him a certain amount 
of satisfact 
as it being a victory for 
coaches who usually 
end up on the outer in 
these matters. 

“My main motiva- 
tion was not the 
money,” he said this 
week. 

“As it was, I was 
‘one of the most poorly 
paid coaches in the 
NSL but I wanted to 
publicly make a point. 

“When things are 
going wrong clubs 
automatically look for 
a scapegoat such as the 
coach and he is the one 
who takes the blame. 

“If clubs were 
forced to see out their 
contractual obligations 
to the coach they 
might try, in future, to 
be more sensible.” 

Merrick says he has 
paid the price for his 
stand after knocking 
back several offers 
from State League 
clubs during his 
absence. 

He says that even 
though the excercise 
was worthwhile, his 
promising career had 
died away in the past 
18 months. 

“People forget ab- 
out you after a while 
but I’m hoping that

now that I've regained 
my enthusiasm for the 
game that something 
will come up,” he ex- 
plained. 

Merrick refused to 
criticise Preston except 
to say that he felt that 
many people would 
still believe thim to be 
at fault during Pre- 
ston’s disaster start to 
1988. 


“I’m not happy to 
walk away with every- 
body thinking it was 
me who was the cul- 
prit,” he told ASW. 


“T believe Preston 
levelled a number of 
nonsense accusations 
against me during the 
legal proceeding which 
just didn’t ring true. 


“As far as I'm con- 
cerned, the main prob- 
lem was that because 
we had done so well 
the year before there 
was no planning put 
into 1988. 

“They thought suc- 
cess would just be 
automatic.

“Tt seems ironic that 
a number of these 
players have since 
gone to Preston and 
only then has the club 
got to be back to 
where it was in 1987.”

Super League takes off

almost certainly go 
ahead next season 
after plans are 
accepted during a 
meeting at Victoria's 
Soccer House re- 
cently. 

‘The State League has 
recommended to the 
VSF board of manage- 
ment that the current 
State League be split 
into two divisions to 
form what will be 
known as a state “Super 
League” or “Premier 
League” as well as a les- 
ser division. 

VSF spokesman 
George Wallace said 
last week that the VSF 
board of management 
has made no decisions 
as yet but it is likely to 
implement the changes 
for the 1990 season. 

“Currently the board 
is awaiting input from 
the Victorian League 
representatives before a 
final decision is made, 
“Wallace told ASW. 

“The format of the 
new leagues has also not 
been decided. 

“We may split to 24 
clubs 12-12 or 14-10. It’s 
all up in the air at the 
moment.” 

Unofficially it is gen- 
erally accepted that the 
new state “Super 
League” will consist of 
12 teams, comprising 
the 10 top clubs on the 
1989 ladder as well as 
relegated NSL_outifts 


An extra club would 
force its way in should a 
current Victorian State 
League club gain pro- 
motion to the NSL this 
year, 

The 12 clubs selected 
for the “Super League” 
would also have to meet 
certain criteria regard- 
ing facilities which 
might mean one or two 
of the present top State 
League clubs missing a 
berth. 

‘Spectator base and fi- 
nances are also believed 
to be priorities for clubs 
with intentions of join- 
ing the elite competi- 
tion. 


Although Victorian 
League clubs have yet 
to state their official 
positions it is believed 
that a number are 
against the proposed 
change as it would ex- 
clude them from the 
chance to move into 
Victoria’s main league. 


One club president 
went public to say that 
he felt his club, after 
years of fighting to 
make the State League, 
was being “fobbed off 
with second best.” 


A proposal to reduce 
all Victoria's leagues to 
12 clubs each, similar to 
the one which caused 
such an uproar just 12 
months ago, is also to be 
looked at by the VSF 
board of management

Urukalo claims discourtesy after Apia

MICHAEL URUKALO, Apia‘s 1989 coach, says 
that he isn’t miffed by losing out on the 
position for next season. 


But, on the other 
hand, as he sets out to 
gain more experience in 
the field by spending 
two weeks with Chile's 
big club, Colo Colo, he 
claims that his dumping 
was done in a discour- 
feous manner. 

“I received a tele- 
phone call saying that 
my services aren't re- 
quired,” he stated. 

“I would have ex- 
pected to be given the 
courtesy of being called 
in to the club and having 
the position explained 
to me. 

“Then I pick up the 
papers and read that the 
club says that it can't 
afford to field a 
mediocre team again.” 

Urukalo reviewed the 
position that existed at 
‘Apia when the 1989 sea- 
son began. 

“The club virtually 
had no players three 
weeks before kick-off. 

“I was told that there 
was no money to buy 
players, but to stabilise 
the situation and to do 
the best I could. 

“I was not allowed to 
have an assistant coach, 
and players that were 
contacted were in two 
minds over joining up 
because after the trou- 
ble under the previous 
management they did 
not know if they would 
be paid. 

“I got a couple of 
good youngsters, and 
then a few senior play- 
ers signed. 

“Compare that with 
Sydney Olympic where 


Eddie Thomson has had 
three years to get the act 
together, and Zoran 
Matic’s five years buil- 
ding up Adelaide 
City.” 

A not altogether hap- 
py Urukalo continued: 
“The fact that we had 
no depth was not of my 
doing. 

“People seem to 
forget that a few weeks 
from the end of the sea- 
son we were battling for 
a semi-final place. 

“Throughout the 
year I didn't field the 
‘same team twice, yet we 
finished higher up the 
league than we had in 
the previous year. 

“It seemed that the 
big Apia sponsorship 
was largely used to clear 
up debts from 1988, 

“Having said this, 
there is one thing I am 
grateful for — and that 
was the chance to coach 
in the NSL. 

“I know that players 
win games, and coaches 
lose them. 

“I accept being sack- 
ed because I know it is 
part and parcel of being 
a coach. It is just that I 
think Apia could have 
handled it better. 

“Two Sydney NSL 
clubs and one from Mel- 
bourne have been tal- 
king to me, and we will 
see how things pan out 
wher | return from

Darby sets directions 
for National women 


“MY aim as national 
coach is to have the 
16 best players in my 
squad. 

‘Now that might 
sound obvious but it has 
rarely, if ever, hap- 
pened over recent 
years.

THE threat of a 
football member- 
ship card scheme 
in Britain has not 
reduced trouble by 
fans. 

League attendances 
continue to rise, but 
“*soccer-related”’ 
arrests have gone up 
too, the Football Re- 
search Centre based at 
Leicester University 
says in an 84-page re- 
port on all aspects of 
the season. 

There were 6,000 
arrests inside and out- 
side grounds during 
the season and unoffi- 
cial figures show a 
slight increase for last 
season. 

Surprisingly, the 
6000 arrests — com- 
pared to the 4,143 fans 
arrested in 1985-86 and 
5,520 in 1986-87 — 
produced fewer con- 
victions, although no 
nationwide figures are 
available on how many 
fans were found guilty. 

Of the fans con- 
victed, 684 were 
banned from football 
grounds by magis- 
trates, 

During that period, 
League crowds in- 
creased in successive 
seasons for the first 
time in 20 years. Total 
attendances were up 
by a further half-mil- 
lion last season.
